WASHINGTON, March 17.—While state 


department officials decline -to divulge 
the nature of Secretary Olney's latest

The reply of Greut Britain to Mr.

1'auncet'ote, the British ambassador, 
has received full instructions to enter 
into negotiations here on the subject. 


The arrival in Washington just at 


this juncture of Sir Ilenry Stafford 
Northeote, member of parliament for 
Exeter and a diplomat and treaty ne- 
gotiator of wide experience, has been 
associated with the Venezuelan af- 
fair. 
Sir Stafford Northcote, how- 


ever, asserts that his visit is purely 
personal." He took luncheon with Sir 
Julian Pauncefotc yesterday. 


Sir Stafford Northcote accompanied 


the Marquis of Bipon to Washington 
to arrange the Alabama claims treaty 
of 1871, serving as secretary of the 
British claims commission, and he was 
Lord Salisbury's private secretary at 
Constantinople in 1876 during the im- 
portant negotiations then in progress. 
He has always been considered an ex- 
tremely valuable man in just such ne- 
gotiations as are now about to take 
place in Washington. 


Diplomatic relations between Vene- 


zuela and Great Britain have been sus- 
pended for some years and Minister 
Andrade and Sir Julian Pauncefote, 
the representatives of their respective 
nations in Washington, have hereto- 
fore held no official communications. 
On Wednesday next a formal state din- 
ner to Secretary Olney will be given 
by the Britisli ambassador. The Vene- 
zuelan minister has accepted an invita- 
tion to the reception which is.tofollow. 
It is possible this occasion may be made 
the means of bringing about a re- 
sumption of diplomatic as well as so- 
cial amenities between the diplomats 
concerned.

LOXDOX, March 17.—Mr. fteorge Na- 


thaniel' Curzon, parliamentary secre- 
tary of the foreign office, and the rep- 
resentative of that department of the 
British gorernment in the house of 
commons, made a statement in the 
house yesterday which sets at rest all 
doubts, if any there were, as to the 
attitmtf of Great llritain toward the 
druibuod, the government Doming out 
squarely in favor of and in sympathy 
with Italy in the latter's campaign iu 
Abyssinia,, and justifying the course 
adopted by Lord .Salisbury in sending 
ttu expedition against Dongx>la. • 


Mr. Cur/on detailed the information 


which the government had received in 
regard to the formidable advance of 
the dervish forces which hod caused 
considerable anxiety, the more so as 
the Italian forces in Abyssinia were 
known to be in difficulties. 
Then 


came the disaster to the Italian array 
at Adowa, which had 
-been heard 


throughout the United Kingdom with 
much sympathy and regret. 
[Cries, 


from the Irish beaches of "No, no," 
and a remark from Mr. T. U. Hculy 
"It served them right."] 


Mr. Curzon, resuming his remarks, 


after the interruption, said: 
"Yj.'s; 


sympathy which was not broken uy a 
few dissentient voices."

ST. PATBlCK-a DAY. 


Lnlnn by ••*. Mh*r KswMi at th« 


FmtTOBflBiM. 


This atoning Rev. Fttttar ICacfcen will 


deliver a lecture at the Catholic church 
on the life and work of St. Patriot, in 
whole memory to-day many people aie 
"wearing of the green." 


The birth place of St. Patrick is the 


subject of much controversy. Some 
claim he was born in France, and some 
say be was a Scotchman by birth, while 
others maintain that the scene of his 
labors was the land of hia birth. At any 
rate it is certain that when very young 
tie was stolen by a British pirate, who 
carried him to a foreign land and sold 
him as a slave. Though a mere youth 
le was compelled to put up with all the 
nconveniences and labor and the degra- 
dation and humility of a state of servi- 
tude which lasted six years. 


He served under a cruel and high 


spirited master and was given no rights, 
DO privileges nor consideration. The 
ancient chronicles refer to this period 'of 
lis life as one of great severity.

The liitle captive, after serving for six 


years finally effected hie escape through 
agencies that eeem little short of the 
supernatural. 
When he was restored 


a his home and breathed tbe free air of 
iberty he spoke DO words of hatred or 
malice cgainst the thieves who stole 
lim or tbe people who reduced bim to 
servitude. On the contrary, he set him- 
self to devise ways and means to con- 
vert to Christianity a pagan people. The 
ways were hard to travel and the means 
were difficult to get; but he traveled the 
one and obtained the other. He studied 
'or ten "vears, paeeed the examination 
with honor, was ordained priest and 
Inally received his commission to'go 
lorth and preach to a nation that has 
since venerated his name and perpetu- 
ated his memory. 
The results of hie 


mission to the green iele are felt to this 
day. To convert a nation was not an 
easy task. 
By patience and persever- 


ance, through trials and troubles, devo- 
tion to his cause and :t life'of self-sacri- 
fice, he succeeded in gathering the Irish 
people within the fold of Christianity, 
where they have since remained. 


The predominating traits of his char 


acter were charity for others, love for 
tho glory of God and his church and 
zeal for the salvation of souls. He was a 
lover of man and a benefactor of the 
human race. , The Irish people are 
grateful for the favors he has bestowed 
upon 
them 
and 
though scattered 


throughout the extent of the civilized 
world, they revere his memory and still 
look upon him as their protector.

THE HOME GROUNDS. 


How to Arrange Tuein so us to Produce 


a Kestfnl Kffeot. 


In speaking of this subject, Mr. W. W. 


Force, of Rochester, mentioned the dis- 
position to plant something or to build 
something everywhere — fences and 
hedges where none w ere needed, flower- 
beds and fountains or a statue to occupy 
the center of a lawn which should be 
open turf. Another error is the mania 
for muking grounds look artificial. 
formal terracing where nature's way 
would answer better, rows of trees and 
shrubs instead of natural groups, trees 
and shrubs trimmed into unnatural 
shapes. In many grounds, such trees 
aa Kilmarnock willows, white birches, 
varigated Altheas, purple-leaved plums, 
Irish junipers and smoke trees and a few 
other trees cf singular form, made up 
the collection, with a geranium bed and 
one of coleus, and a do/en rose bushes, 
each of a different shape. If a man were 
to dress himself 
In articles of such 


staring contrast he would be arrested. 
In this locality most of the trees and 
shrubs are decidoous, and there are 
none with variegated foliage except for 
a week or two in autumn. This sug- 
gests the use of similar plants in natural 
grouping, and although It is not desira- 
ble to turn n dooryard into a primitive 
wildwood state, it is true that those 
places which are treated in what is 
known as a natural manner ore most at- 
tractive. 
Highly colored plants and 


flowers should be kept out of the fore- 
ground, where peaceful scenery and 
restful forms are needed. To produce 
Iheae quiet, homelike effects, groups 
sod single specimens of trees and shrnba 
which are not of such pronounced types 
as to catch the eye by their peculiarities 
should be used, for of these last we will 
grow weary on long acquaintance.
